Birth Control Dispute In New York City 
Finds Some Differences Among Rabbis 


By ARTHUR PODEL 

NEW YORK (NJP)—Orthodox | 
and Reform wings of American 
Judaism were split this week on 
one phase of the fight over 
birth control which has erupted 
in this city. 

However, none of the Jewish 
rabbinical bodies took exception 
to the specific issue which has 
been raised—whether the city 
hospitals shall supply birth con- 
trol advice and _ contraceptive 
devices, 

Rabbi Israel Klavan, executive 
Secretary of the Rabbinical 
Council of America (Orthodox), 


told The POST and OPINION 
that birth control is “frowned 
upon” by Orthodox Jews. He 


referred to the biblical injunc- 
tion to be fruitful and multiply. 


RABBI SAMUEL SILVER, 
Public relations director of the 
Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations (Reform) said that 
the practice of birth control is 
“not opposed by rabbinic author- 





ities.” He said that the Central 


Conference of American Rabbis 
(Reform) took this posiiion at 
its convention last year, 

As for the Conservative view- 
point, the issue is on their 
agenda for discussion currently 
and the Rabbinical Assembly has 
yet to take action in the matter. 
Sources close to the RA told 
The POST and OPINION that 
“under limiteg conditions” most 
Conservative rabbis would agree 
to the practice of birth control 


RABBI SAMUEL TURK, of 
the Rabbinical Alliance’ of 
America, another Orthodox 
group, said this week that birth 
control should be practiced only 
when “danger to the mother’s 
life” is involved. He added that 
in any case the local rabbi 
should be consulted before birth 
control advice is given. 


All the rabbinical groups were 
in accord in the matter of birth 
control advice by the hospital 
They held the view that the 
matter is up to the individual 
and saw no objection to dissem- 





ination of such advice by hos- 
pitals. 

Rabbi Klavan summed up the 
matter by saying, “We must tell 
our own people what is right 
and what is wrong and not seek 
to impose our views on _ the 
health authorities.” 





Three Wings of Judaism 
To Stay—Judge Baar 

NEW YORK (NJP) — The 
view that in 50 years one 
American form of Judaism will 
have _ replaced Conservatism, 
Orthodoxy and Reform was dis- 
puted here by a leader of the 
Reform movement.

National Jewish Bodies 
May Have Outlived 
Usefulness --Toubin 


MIAMI BEACH (NJP)—That 
the time may have come for 
the Americah Jewish community 
to consider the dissolution of 
obsolete and vestigal national 
Jewish organizations was 
broached here by Isaac Toubin, 
executive director of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress. 

In his annual report to the 
Congress convention here, Tou- 
bin pointed out that the “com- 
petitive race is accentuated by 
the disappearance of the sharp 
ideological distinctions that for- 
merly differentiated one nation- 
al agency from the other.”

Both sides claim he was killed 
by the other.

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Vast Israeli Project 
Means Little to US Jews 


By AMOS BEN VERED 


JERUSALEM (NJP)—A vast 
project which has found a soft 
spot in the heart of the Israelis 
—the Yad Vashem—has stirred 
little interest in American 
Jewry. 

The project which is set up by 
the government and_ which 
st*ks to list for posterity the 
mes of these Jews who died 
at the hands of Hitlerism, 
leaves American Jews cold. 


THIS WAS the view cf Pro- 
fessor Ben-Zion Dinur, chair- 
man of Yad Vashem, which pro- 
vides data on Jewish victims of 
the Nazi holocaust. 

When Prof. Dinur visited the 
United States sometime ago, he 
found that no _ organization 
wanted to take representation 
of Yad Vashem upon itself. 


“IN ISRAEL we have a dense 
concentration of people who 
survived the disaster them- 
selves,” he says. “But there in 
the United States they are dis- 
persed between non-Jews and 
between happy Jews whodid not 
suffer much during the war. 
They want to build new lives 
tur themselves—to forget.” 

Thousands of U. S. Jews, how- 
ever, have written in directly 
and filled in the witnesses leaves 
for their perished _ relatives. 
Their names have been entered 
in the central card-index, and

THE CENTRAL archives of 
Yad Vashem hold 15% million 
names of martyrs so far. Each 
is listed on a “daf-ed,” a wit- 
ness” leaf, painstakingly filled in 
by a relative or a friend. 

The Yad Vashem building, 
near Mt. Herzl in Jerusalem, 
also holds thousands of original 
Nazi documents, like the 
Dachau card-index. The Nurem- 
berg trials by themselves occupy 
90 yards of wall space. 

All documents relavent to the 
era as well as archives of wiped- 
out communities have been 
transferred to Jerusalem. Where 
transfer has not been possible, 
photographs were taken. The 
archives hold a total of 21 mil- 
lion microfilms, 





Conservatism, Reform 
Vote Ban on 
All Gambling 











NEW YORK (NJP)—Re- 
form and Conservative 
groups this week moved to 
discourage gambling under 
congregation auspices. 


The National Federation 
of Jewish Men’s Clubs (Con-

TV Wrestlers’ ‘Heil Hitler’ Ires Atlanta Fans 


ATLANTA, Ga. (NJP)— 
Whether the Nazi salute and 
other trimmings of Hitlerism 
which two wrestlers displayed in 
a TV bout here were real of only 
affected will probably never he 
known. 

But enough of a furore was 
raised so that the demonstra- 
tions will not be repeated, at 
least not in Atlanta. 

IT ALL BEGAN when the 
fans indicateg to Atlanta Jour- 
nal TV editor Norman Shavin 
that they were offended at the 
display of a swastika, the shouts 
of “Heil Hitler!” and the Nazi 
salute as part of a locally tele- 
vised wrestling show. 

As one viewer reported it, a 
pair of allegedly German wrest- 
lers, losers in a tag match, an- 
nounced: “We are Germans. We 
are a master race. We don’t want 
to stay in America where we re- 
ceive unfair decisions.” 

THE SECRETARY of the city 
of Atlanta athletic commission 
noted that the wrestlers in ques- 
tion “give the goosestep and the 
Nazi salute all the time. They 
want people to hate ’em. It 
kinda makes my blood boi] down 
inside when they put on that 
German stuff. 

“Personally,” he added, “I 
think they’re just a couple of 





Tennessee _hillbillies. wsesiieee 
is not a sport. (It’s) ‘good, rough 
entertainment.’ ” 

THE GERMAN consul in At- 
lanta, Karl Schoenbach, said the 
same sort of thing “happened 
less than a year ago. Some 
people called me and said they 
were upset over wrestlers wear- 
ing swastikas and_ shouting 
‘Heil Hitler!’ ” 

“He was from Milwaukee,” 
the consul recalled. “Didn't 
speak a word of German and 
said he was doing it just for fun. 
I told him this would hurt 
German-American relations. The 





wrestler agreed to drop the 
salute but said he couldn’t re- 
move the swastika . because it 
was seweq on his jacket. If 
there was any legal way to stop 
this, we’d take it up immedi- 
ately.” 

The TV station assured col- 
umnist Shavin that such demon- 
stration was in “bad taste” and 
that it would not be repeated. 

The FCC representative here 
said it “definitely is in bad taste 
. « » it is not indecent or ob- 
scene.”He said that it diq not 
violate Federal communications 
commission regulations.

PHILADELPHIA (NJP)—Felix Adler, the famous circus

The world-famous king of the clowns told the Philadel- 
phia Jewish Times that he must have received at least 150 
invitations to seders not to mention numerous requests to join 
the B’nai B’rith or Zionist organizations. 

“As soon as the name Adler is mentioned, most peop'e 
take it for granted that I’m Jewish,” he told the Jewish paper.

SPEND ONE-FOURTH U.S. DEFENSE 
FUNDS ON ISRAEL, IGY HEAD URGES 


NORFOLK, Va. (NJP)—One 
of the world’s great geophysi- 
cists and head of the U. S.

HE POINTED out _ that 
although the practice of tphillin 
is encountered quite infrequently 
today, it is an authentic Jewish 
ritual practiced by some mod- 
ern Jews “as it was by our 
fathers and grandfathers as a 
literal interpretation of one of 
the key prayers of our liturgy.” 

He added that although to 
Liberal Jews, the injunction is 
merely symbolic, it troubled him 
that “the text of the Tora, for 
which Liberal Jews also feel a 
great deal of reverence,” should 
be tampered with, 

ASKED TO comment, Rabbi 
David Polish of the synagogue 
wrote The POST: 

“This matter has not yet been 
resolved in our congregation 
and, therefore, I am unable to 
give you any more specific in- 
formation, However, when it is 
resolved, I shall be very happy 
to let you know.”

DENVER, Colo (NJP) — Re- 
porting on a week end of high 
school Jewish boys and girls at 
Estes Park near here, Robert 
Gamzey, editor of The Interna- 
mountain Jewish News, said 
that interdating between Jew- 
ish boys ang non-Jewish girls is 
“commonplace.” 

Gamzey wrote in his “Mile 
High View” that few Jewish 
girls, however, accept dates with 
non-Jewish boys. 

He attributed this latter fact to 





family and friends’ pressure and 
self-restraint of their moral 
code. 

During the discussion on dat- 
ing, Gamzey said that the Jew- 
ish boys complained that ‘“Jew- 
ish girls expect their dates to 
spend more money on them than 
do the non-Jewish maidens.”

THE LOUISVILLE cigarette 
firm, which manufactures Vice- 
roy, Kool and Raleigh cigarettes, 
sells these brands to Israe] im- 
porters, the letter said. 

But it is not permitted to sell 
Lucky Strikes and Pall Mall 
cigarettes to Israel, under in- 
structions from its parent com- 





pany, British- American Tobac- 
co Co. For these two brands, 
the Brown and Williamson Co. 
act as manufacturing and ship- 
ping agents, outside of the U. S. 


IN HIS letter Yeaman explains 
that in the U. S. Lucky Strikes 
and Pall Mall are owned by the 
American Tobacco Co., which is 
not connected in any way with 
the British American Tobacco 
Co. The British company owns 
the trademark for these brands 
outside of the U. S 

Yeaman wrote to Shefferman 
because of a letter from Shef- 
ferman printed in The POST and 
OPINION of April 11. 

Yeaman wrote that the Brit- 
ish-American Tobacco Co.’s role 
in the boycott was forced on it.

Just to show how alert this paper is, we walked into 
the discussion of the policy change of the American Jew- 
ish Congress, which has shaken that organization, without 
the least suspicion that something of deep significance 
was taking place. : 

The fight puts Justine Wise Polier and the majority 
of Congress people on one side in defense of the old ap- 
proach, and Rabbi Joachim Prinz the new president, and 
his views on the other. 


ALTHOUGH an oversimplification, you get the gist of 
what is taking place when you take one specific issue — 
Jewish all-day schools. Judge Polier sees these as anti- 
democratic, while Rabbi Prinz sees them as the full 
flowering of democracy, the right of any group to provide 
for its own needs in the American democracy. 

The debate at the recent convention of the Congress 
was a democratic expression in itself. This kind of debate 
in front of the press and the delegates themselves could 
not have taken place at the convention of the American 
Jewish Committee. 

No reader of The POST and OPINION need doubt on 
which side this paper stands. When Rabbi Prinz said that 
the civil rights program of the Congress must rest on the 
Jewish tradition and its age-old reverence for the rights 
of others, he was, of course, right. 

But so is the other side. 

This recalls the story of the rebbetzin, who questioned 
her husband after hearing him tell one disputant, you are 
right, and the other party that he was right too. The 
rabbi’s reply to his wife is a Jewish classic: ‘‘My dear, 
you are right also.” 

Now you are beginning to realize what Jewish pole- 
mics are. 


THE POLIER SIDE of the argument is right too be- 
cause the Jewish religion is based on deeds more than creed. 
And when the American Jewish Congress fights for the 
rights of the Negro and the dispossessed, this is Judaism 
in action. 

But Rabbi Prinz is right when he points out that with- 
out Jewish tradition, the liberalism of the movement must 
eventually evaporate. : 

There is nothing wrong with differences. 
be wrong would be a lack of differences. 

The Congress is strong enough to tolerate differences. 
This is one of its principal contributions to the American 
Jewish community.

WHERE THE ANGLO-JEWISH 
PRESS STANDS 


THE MATTER of the boycott of Israel by American 
firms because of the demands of the Arab league will serve 
to create a new judgment about itself by the Anglo-Jew- 
ish press. 

This point of view we expressed in an editorial (NJP, 
April 4) which discussed the acceptance by the independent 
Anglo-Jewish press as a whole, including this publication, 
of an advertisement from Viceroy Cigarettes, whose par- 
ent company, the British-American Tobacco Company, did 
yield to Arab demands to boycott Israel. 


THE THINKING in the top echelon of The POST and 
OPINION has now been clarified. The position is that as 
a Jewish paper The POST and OPINION would reject an 
advertisement from any group seeking to proselytize Jews 
and by the same token it would reject an advertisement 
from a group which while doing harm to Israel at the same 
time hopes to enjoy the patronage of American Jews. 

Of course there is one basic premise—and that is that 
the facts should be clear as to the firm’s participation in 
the boycott of Israel. 


IN THE CASE of the American Express Co., the facts 
still remain that Israel and the qualified group in the 
American Jewish community—The Presidents’ Conference 
—maintain that this company did close its offices in Israel 
because of the demands of the Arab league. 

Practically every Anglo-Jewish paper has published 
the advertisements of the American Express Co. seeking 
to show that it has not cut off its operations in Israel. 

A number of Anglo-Jewish papers also published the 
statement of the American Express Co., in full — quite a 
lengthy one. Some failed to publish the statement of the 
Israel consulate in New York rejecting it. And none 
sought out the Presidents’ Conference to determine whether 
that group had changed its stand as a result of the adver- 
tisements and the statement by the American Express Co. 


THE SPIRITED EDITOR of the Philadelphia Jewish 
Times, Mrs. Philip Klein, discussed the situation in her 
front-page column last week, and took the view that the 
American position of freedom of the press dictated print- 
ing of the American Express Co. ad. This position was 
the original one of The POST and OPINION, which, as 
stated above, has now been changed. 

We have an idea that other Anglo-Jewish: publications 
will review their position too as they strive to face up to 
a new situation which requires making a decision which 
affects the relationship of the Anglo-Jewish press to the 
Jewish community. 
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The argument about the need for a 
Zionist organization today is one that no 
doubt will continue on into the future. But 
the best single sentence defense of the 
existence of the Zionist groups today it seems 
to us, was made by Shad Polier in the coffee 
shop of the Carillon Hotel in Miami Beach 
at the American Jewish Congress convention. 


Shad was at the other end of the table, 
and wasn’t even talking to us. He said—to 
Sidney Hollander, we believe — that every 
movement needs some partisans who will de- 
fend and promote it. This word partisans 
is the key word, and this is about the most 
cogent response we've ever heard to those 
who question that now that there is a Jewish 
state, and now that almost all Jews are pro- 
Israel, why it is necessary to have Zionist 
groups any longer. 


IN THIS CONNECTION, we can tell you 
that finally something is going to be done 
about aliya from North America to Israel. 
This won’t happen overnight, but we can 
sense from the spirit of the talk and the gen- 
eral attitude that finally the Zionist leaders 
are ready to do some concrete things so that 
young Americans can enter into the grand 
experiment of building a new democratic 
Jewish state in the Mideast. 

For one thing, provision will be made on 
a much larger scale for Americans who want 
to go to Israel to get the same kind of fair 
treatment that is accorded to Jews of other 
parts of the world who go there. When the 
Polish Jews miraculously began to appear at 


newcomers was fashioned immediately. They 
were not immigrants who were used to da 
privation and poverty — these were peopk 
from a standard of civilization approaching 
that of our very own, and even superior ty 
it in connection with the arts and culture 

But this is only part of the problem. The 
other is that building of a feeling in the 
United States Jewish community that it jy 
right and proper for young Americans t 
recognize that Israel is a real challenge t 
them—a challenge which offers many fe 
wards even though it confronts them with 
hardships and less convenient living facilities 


UNTIL THE LEADERSHIP in the Amer 
ican Jewish community made this decision, 
it could not be expected that the average 
American Jew could do so. But we have the 
feeling that the leadership is now prepared 
to declare its independence in this respect and 
to say that as we long ago assimilated the 
idea — against some strong opposition — that 
for American Jews to aid Israel financially 
and politically was not only legitimate but a 
valid expression of true Americanism, now 
we are ready to take the same position on 
aliya. 

This, as we pointed out here several 
weeks ago, is another step toward the inde 
pendence of American Jewry. 

The Zionist revolution was fundamentally 
aimed at rebuilding the Jewish people. This 
aliya milestone is another step in the process,

fession, even when Innocent, after taking the 
bitter water of the curse to 
the accompaniment of the 
ominous imprecation of the 
priest: ‘May’ your belly 
swell and your thigh with- 
er.” I am_ surprised that 
the women, during the brief 
matriarchate in Israel, did 
not invent a _ similar test 
for the men! At any rate, 
the ordeal fell into disuse, 
Rabbi Weinstein and proven _ infidelity be- 
came grounds for divorce rather than the 
prelude to a stoning. Thus man grows from 
savagery to civilization. 


THE VOW of the Nazirite is next con- 
sidered, and we are introduced to one of the 
very few instances of approved asceticism in 
the Bible, though it must be said, abstention 
from fermented liquor and a razor hardly put 
the Biblical ascetics in the same class with 
the later Christian tormentors of the flesh. 
That the Nazirite vow was observed more in 
the breach than in the performance is seen 
in the case of Samson, who, it is fully re- 
corded, did not relish a life of restaint. “The 
Nazirites faded out of Jewish life, leaving 
only a respect for moderation in drinking 
and a reverence for the payot and the beard; 
and even in this last respect, the House of 
David and the Passion Players put us to 
shame, in spite of the Williamsburg hassidim 
and the long row of shuls on California Ave., 
which is sometimes called Rue de la payot. 

But it is the birkat kohanim—the bless- 
ing of the priests—which makes this sedra 
truly memorable; for this blessing is an 
architectural as well as a theological gem. 
It descends like the steps before the ark in 
ever-broadening vistas, in a seried rhythm of 
3, 5 and 7. 


THE FIRST three words of the bless- 
ing — yevareh’ha Adonai v’yishm’reha — ask 
God’s blessing and protection in a material 
way; for the Jew was never caught up in 
false sensitivity. He recognized the practical 
needs of existence and unashamedly asked 
the source of all blessings for food and 
clothes and shelter and for protection from 
bodily harm. 

In the next line of five words — ya-er 
Adonai panav eleha vi-huneka ~ “May the 


upon you and be gracious unto you” — the 
Jew recognized that material blessings had 
to be illuminated by grace, by the light of 
mind and spirit. We have not made so much 
of the quality of “grace” as have our Chris 
tian friends. Perhaps the tensions of our life 
have not permitted the spiritual largesse in 
which grace unfolds. But we know its bless- 
ing and pray for that invisible radiance 
which turns earth’s roughness smooth and 
the turbulence of hate into the force of love. 


THE LAST seven words —~yisa Adonai 
panav eleha ve-yaseim leha shalom — intro 
duces the climactic word of the whole prayer 
—shalom: That balance of the senses, that 
fusion of the diverse, that rapport of the emo- 
tions, that harmony of the persons, which 
we try so vainly to net in the term “peace.” 

We are much too vigorous a people to 
be pursuers and lovers of a peace which is 
an end of striving, a death in life, a vacuum 
of emotion. We hunger rather for that 
equilibrium which the Lord established in the 
six days of creation and called the Sabbath. 

Note well the “you” in this lapidary lad- 
der of prayer is singular. Prayer is mean- 
ingful only when personal. 

Even so communally minded a tradition 
as ours recognizes this. 
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Rabbi Blumenthal Ready to Uphold 
‘Changes’ Made by Conservatism 


@ Editor, Jewish 9 and OPINION: 

According to the Ethics of the 
Fathers three out of seven dis- 
tinguishing marks of a wise 
man are that “he questions and 
answers properly, to the point; 
he speaks on the first point first 
and on the last point last; and 
he acknowledgés the truth.” 

If Rabbi Donin wants to dis- 
cuss other changes which Con- 
servative Judaism has made in 
Jewish law, I shall be glad to 
oblige him. However, the 
changes which I mentioned in 
connection with the status of 
women were designed to answer 
a specific charge made by Rabbi 
Donin—that Conservatism is 
using the issue of the equality 
of women for propaganda pur- 
poses. 

I BELIEVE I proved that we 
mean business by citing the 
facts that (1) we encourage men 
and women to sit together at 
worship (2) we permit women 
the privilege of an aliya at the 
Torah reading and (3) we have 
modified the marriage contract 
to avoid the problem of the 


Aguna. 
This is action, not  propa- 
ganda. I think that Rabbi 


Donin owes us a retraction of 
the charge. Should he find so 
obvious an error in anything I 
write I stand ready to retract it. 

The difficulty with our corre- 
spondence lies in the fact that 
it wanders all over the field. 

I AM anxious to discuss the 
questions of scholarship and of 
authority to change the law. 
Certainly I accept Rabbi Donin's 





insistence that what we do is 
more important than what we 
say, but may I suggest that we 
do first things first. 

The central problem is Divine 
revelation. How does Orthodoxy 
understand the Divine revelation 
of the Tora? Do they mean 
literally that every law, every 
sentence, every letter in the 
Tora was revealed by God to 
Moses Was the oral law re- 
vealed by God to Moses? What 
is the Oral Law? Only the Laws 
of the Mishna? Or does it in- 
clude the first code by Rav Ahai 
Goan, and the later compila- 
tions by the Alfasi, Maimonides, 
the Tur, the Shulhan Aruh or 
the more recent Haye Adam and 
Kittzur Shulhan Aruh? Are 
these completely or only partly 
the revelation of God? 

IF RABBI DONIN will pre- 
pare such a statement, I shall 
indicate why Conservative Juda- 
ism rejects Orthodoxy’s defini- 
tion of Divine revelation and 
how we understand the term. 
Since this is at the heart of our 
differences, the American Jew- 
ish community should know 
what Orthodoxy is, why Con- 
servative Judaism rejects it, and 
why Orthodoxy rejects Con- 
servative Judaism. 

My proposal calls for the writ- 
ing of at least two statements. 
The first by Rabbi Donin, the 
second by me, and possibly a 
rebuttal statement by either or 
both of us. ° 

AFTER WE have _ discussed 
this question, I suggest that 
we move on to the problem of 





the status of women under Jew- 
ish law. 

Rabbi Donin believes that 
women have full equality under 
Jewish law. I believes that they 
do not. 

IF RABBI DONIN accepts my 
proposal about the procedure 
for our discussion of Divine 
reyelation, I am willing to ac- 
cept any fair proposal of his 
about a discussion of the status 
of women. I can see the follow- 
ing alternatives: (a) I present 
a statement attempting to prove 
my contention, and Rabbi Donin 
replies to my statements; (b) 
Rabbi Donin prepares the orig- 
inal statement, and I reply to 
it; (c) Two statements be pre- 
pared by Rabbi Donin and me 
to appear simultaneously. Any 
one of these three alternatives 
is acceptable to me; and, if 
Rabbi Donin has any other sug- 
gestions, I shall be glad to con- 
sider them. 

There is only one condition 
that I make. Rabbi Donin and 
I started this discussion. Others, 
of course, are welcome to join, 
but they must abide by our 
rules of respectful argumenta- 
tion. Judaism draws no distine- 
tion between rabbis and laymen 
in the obligation to observe the 
rules of common courtesy. I re- 
fuse to reply to letters not writ- 
ten in the spirit which Rabbi 
Donin and I have tried to 
maintain here. “Where there is 
no dereh eretz, there is no 
Tora.”

Israelis Need Synagogues—Not 
Arguments About Their Religion 


e Editor. Jewish POST and OPINION: 

One again your front page 
columns carry still another de- 
bate regarding religion in Israel 
(NJP, May 16). 


This time three rabbis are 
quoted as questioning Rabbi 
Abba Hillel Silver’s statement 

. that we should not try to 
introduce any new form of 
Judaism into the land, but rather 
to leave it to the Israelis them- 
selves to pray as they wish, 
when they wish, and if they 
wish. As it happens, that’s ex: 
actly what has been happening, 
and that’s the way it is going 
to be. Who are we, anyway, to 
make this vital decision for 
free Jews.? 


AS IT happens, I quite agree 
with Rabbi Silver’s views and 
in my own way I have demon- 
strated this theory for the past 
12 years, not be merely arguing 
about it, but by building syna- 
gogues, so that at least our 
praying Jews in Israel should 
have a House of Goq within 
which to pray, while others, too, 
are attracted to follow their ex- 
ample. ° 


I sit back and wonder just how 
long this arguing back and forth 
will continue. To me it seems 
mare than ridiculous (nay, it is 
almost tragic) that certain 
people, having visited our 
“melting pot,” invariably return 
home without having learned 
the tragedy of disillusioned 
Jews. 


THESE JEWS, having es- 
caped from the “hell” of the 
“mellahs” of the Arab coun- 
tries, weep nostalgically for the 
squalid, over-crowded little syn- 
agogues they left behind. Yes, 
some have even left the clean 
sunshine of Israel, simply be- 
cause no synagogue awaited 
them in the brand-new colony 
to which they were sent. 


It seems to me that it would 
be a far greater mitzva to build 
more and more synagogues for 
those who are pitifully begging 
for them, than to waste atime 
trying to measure other people’s 
praying with our little “two- 
foot rule,” while the real is- 
sue remains befoggeqd and un- 





solved. 


SOMEHOW, IT has_ become 
my good fortune to have been 
able to answer a few (far too 
few) of the many moving ap- 
peals to which I have been sub- 
jected for the past few years. 
By God’s grace, I, alone, have 
raised sufficient funds to s&elp 
in the construction of 20 syna- 
gogues (with 13 more now being 
built) and I weep as I think of 
the hundreds that could have 
been, and should have been, 
built, if our religious leaders 
here would have taken over my 
work (which should be theirs, 
not mine) when [ presented this 
grave problem to them years 
ago. 

However, it is not yet too !ate 
to answer the Jewish and non- 
Jewish critics (I’ve met both 
kinds) with regards to the sup- 
posed-to-be “irreligiosity” of our 
Israelis. Somehow, the  non- 
observant Jew in Israel sticks 
out like a “sore thumb,’ where- 
as the actual count proves that 
the so-calleq “atheist” consti- 
tutes a very small minority in 
the land. And even this neglig- 
ible number shrinks once a 
synagogue is built nearby. 


HOW I WISH I could take 
some of our fault-finding friends 
on a tour of the communities 
that have been enriched spir- 
itually through the erection of 
a synagogue in their midst. A 
new pride and dignity prevails 
as the colonists gather in the 
bet hamidrash. 


Yes, I feel quite humble as 
I look back on the very begin- 
ning of my effort and compare 
it with the results as of today. 
True, my regret is profound as 
I compare my “today” with what 
“might have been.” 


tomorrow is an- 
other day! If only American 
synagogue-building and syna- 
gogue-going Jews would try to 
understang the cry and the need 
of our God-loving Jews in Is- 
rael, we could not only supply 
each community with a House 
of God, but attain the realiza- 
tion of the building of our bet 
hamidrash in our day!
